newspaper  of  the  Count.y  or  District  affected,  and  to 
transmit  to  the  Clerk  of  each  House  [copies  of  the 
newspapers  containing  the  first  and  last  insertion  of 
such  notice. 

In  Quebec  and  Manitoba,  the  Notice  is  to  be  pub- 
lished in  the  English  and  French  languages.
